2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-3, 6 and 8-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Axelrod et al in view of Wang. Axelrod et al is described in 
paragraph no. 5, Paper No. 072104. Wang is applied as set forth in paragraph no. 3, 
Paper No. 063005, which is the Office action with a mail date of July 12, 2005. 

4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Axelrod et 
al in view of Wang as applied to claims 1-3, 6 and 8-20 above, and further in view of 
Gluck et al as set forth in paragraph no. 6, Paper No. 072104. 

5. Claims 1 and 1 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 
1 , line 4, the 3d comma should be changed to "and", and line 5, "and" should be added 
before "at". In claim 12, line 5, the 3d comma should be changed to "and". Appropriate 
correction is required.

6. Applicant's arguments filed April 17, 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Although Axelrod et al does not include animal meat per se in the pet 
chew described therein, Wang renders it obvious to substitute beef or chicken meat for 
the animal meal used in Axelrod et al. In this regard, applicant is referred to col. 3, lines 
31-40 of Wang wherein chicken or beef meat are disclosed as being alternatives to 
animal meal, e.g. chicken powder, used in pet chews. The particular particle size of 
applicant's animal meat component is not critical, and in the absence of unexpected 
results is entitled to no patentable weight but rather merely depends upon personal 
preference and consumer appeal. 

6. All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the 
entry of the submission under 37 CFR 1.1 14 and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
application prior to entry under 37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE
